A Bff of Early California History Revived. 


A contest has been started in the Los Angeles probate court 


*nr the estate of Mrs. Arcadia Baker, widow of the late Colonel 
Bakw of that city, which has been appraised at $7.000,000. The 
foundation of Mrs. Baker's wealth was inherited from her first 
Itiuhand, Abel Stearns, one of the earliest pioneers of Southern 
California, and, at the time of his death in the earlier '70s, one 
of the largest landowners in the State. 


The Stearns ranchos embraced hundreds of thousands of 


acres in the southern part of Los Angeles County bordering on 
th« north bank of the Santa Ana River and extending to the 
seacoast at Newport Landing. The site of the flourishing citj, 
of Anaheim was originally part of one of the Stearns ranchos, 
which was bought by a federated colony of German viticulturists. 
The land thus purchased was subdivided into twenty-acre tracts, 


Each tract was systematically graded, ditched for 
irrigation, 


planted in wine grape vines and cultivated for mutual benefit, 
the expense being paid out of a common fund. 
Subsequently, 


these improved tracts were partitioned among the colonists by 
public allotment The rest of the Stearns ranchos were devoted 
almost exclusively to the pasturage of wild mustangs, tens of

Steams was one of the small band of early settlers in the 


southern part of the State who married the daughters of the 
Castillian Dons, and, through these marriages, ultimately came 
intA possession of their Spanish land grants. In the list of his 
contemporaries were John Foster, popularly known as Don Juan 
Foster, owner of the Santa Marguerita, Los Flores and other 
Spanish grants in San Diego County; Colonel Coutts of San Luis 
Key Valley, and Captain George Johnson of El Cajon, in the same 
county. Stearns and Coutts were brothers-in-law, their wives be- 
ing Castillian Bandini sisters. Courts' daughter, it may be stated 
incidentally, was the Eamona of Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson's 
famous novel, although the character has been credited to others 
by those who are not familiar vrith the inside history of the story. 


It is stated that when Stearns died his estate was valued at 


$1,000,000. At that time Los Angeles had a population not ex- 
ceeding TOGO inhabitants, two-thirds of whom were Mexicans and 
Indians, and unimproved ranch properties in Los Angeles County

All Abel Stearns possessed had been acquired by him through 


his marriage with Senorita Arcadia Bandini, who, when she re- 
cently died, as the widow of ths late Col. Edward D. Baker, was 
reported to be the richest woman in California. But the estate 
is represented to be appraised at only $7,000,000. In all probabil- 
ity it is worth many times that amount, judging from the way 
land values in Los Angeles County have advanced during the 
past thirty years. In fact, the so-called Baker block erected on 
the site of the former Stearns hacienda on Main street, located 
in the business center of Los Angeles, is probably worth at least 
one-third of the appraised value of the estate and it represents 
only a small proportion of what the deceased lady actually owned 
at the time of her demise.
